EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as 
provided by 37 CFR 1.312.

The application has been amended as follows: 
In the claims, cancel claims 11 and 19. 

Election /Restrictions 

2. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 
11 and 19 directed to an invention non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, 
claims 11 and 19 been cancelled. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant has amended claims 12 and 13 to overcome the rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b), which also overcomes the objection to dependent claims 14-18. 
Therefore, the rejection of claims 12 and 13 and the objection to claims 14-18 have 
been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-10 and 12-18 are allowed. 

5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: a search of the prior art failed to disclose or reasonably suggest a flat panel 
display comprising red, green and blue unit pixels, each of the unit pixels including 
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a transistor, and wherein transistors of at least one unit pixel includes a channel 
layer with different current mobility, as recited in independent claims 1 and 12. 

Yamazaki et al. '098 discloses a flat panel display comprising red, green and 
blue unit pixels, each of the unit pixels including a transistor, and wherein at least 
one of the transistors of the unit pixels include channel layers with a different film 
quality (channel dimensions), however the mobility of the channel regions are the 
same and the channel lengths are different. 

Takemura x 716, Zhang et al. '733 and Joo et al. *130 disclose a flat panel 
display having transistors with different current mobilities, however it is the drive 
transistors and the pixel transistors that have different mobilities. The unit pixel 
transistors have the same mobility and film qualities. 

Yamada '025, Cok et al. '549 and Kim et al. '819 disclose a flat panel display 
comprising red, green and blue unit pixels, each of the unit pixels including a 
transistor, wherein white balance is achieved using different areas of luminescent 
material. However, the unit pixel transistors have the same mobility and film 
qualities. 

Yamazaki x 565 and Tanaka x 647 disclose a flat panel display comprising red, 
green and blue unit pixels, each of the unit pixels including a transistor, wherein 
white balance is achieved using a different thickness of luminescent material. 
However, the unit pixel transistors have the same mobility and film qualities.
